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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . In response to the Amendment filed on July-1 3-2006, claims 40, 45, 50, and 54 have 
been cancelled. Therefore, claims 31-39, 41-44, 46-49, and 51-56 are pending in this application. 

2. Applicant's amendment has over come the previous claim objections. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 31- 33, 35-37, 39, 41-42, 44, 46-47, 49, 41, 53, and 55 are objected to because of 
the following informalities: 

Claims 3 1, 32, 39, 44, 49, and 53, recite the intended use language of "so that" in various 
parts. Such language is suggestive and constitutes intended use making the functionality 
following not carry any patentable weight since it never actually has to take place. Claims should 
be amended to recite more direct and positive language such as "to", "by", "selecting" or 
"wherein/when". Correction is required. 

Claims 36, 42, 47, 51, and 55 recite the intended use language of "thereby" in various 
parts. Such language is suggestive and constitutes intended use making the functionality 
following not carry any patentable weight since it never actually has to take place. Claims should 
be amended to recite more direct and positive language such as "to", "by", "which" or "allowing/ 
authorizing". Correction is required. 
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Claims 36, 42, 51, and 55 recite the intended use language of "to use" or 
"configured to use" in various parts. Such language is suggestive and constitutes intended use 
making the functionality following not carry any patentable weight since it never actually has to 
take place. Claims should be amended to recite more direct and positive language such as "to", 
"by", "allowing/authorizing", or "connecting". Correction is required. 

In claims 31, 32, 33, 35, 41, 46, 49, and 53, the phrase "and/or" renders the claim 
indefinite since its unclear why the applicant is making a distinction if the intention is all along 
to include both instances of the limitaion or its alternative. 

In claim 37, the phrase "monitoring/displaying" renders the claim indefinite since its 
unclear why the applicant is making a distinction if the intention is all along to include both 
instances of the limitaion or its alternative. 

Claims 42, and 55, recite "cannot" an indirect, passive, and suggesting optionally, and 
therefore which renders any recitation claimed after not be given patentable weight (i.e. 
acquired). Claims should be amended to recite more direct language such "will not". 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. Although no rejections in view of prior art are made, no claims in this application will be 
indicated as allowable until after a response to this action has been reviewed, as to the fact that 
certain changes many not produce allowable claims.
